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One Of Elba’s Own, Mrs. Alberta 
Martin Is Last Confederate Widow

A part of history lives on Payne 
Street in Elba, Alabama. Mrs, Alber- 
ta Martin serves as a significant 
piece to the puzzle of our country's 
heritage. She is the only living wid- 
ow of a soldier of the Confederate 
States of America. 

National media recently made the 


claim that the last Confederate war - 


widow had passed away. But this 
claim was simply not true. Mrs. Mar- 
tin has zeceived much publicity fol- 
lowing her ‘discovery’. She was fea- 
tured on a national news program 
and has been interviewed by news- 
papers and magazines from across 
the nation, Letters have poured in. 
One man requested that Mrs. Martin 
sign a family heirloom quilt. Mrs. 


» Martin's signature will join those of 


several U.S. presidents and entertain- 
ers such as Elvis Presley. Mrs. Mar- 
lin says of the publicity, “It's been 
exciting.” 

Such a worthy story should cer- 
tainly be known and valued by her 
hometown. Though Mrs. Martin is 
the celebrity of the hour, her late 
husband should surely be remem- 
bered. Many of the particulars of his 
life are unknown. He was born De- 
cember 18, 1845. Raised in Coving- 
ton County, he was a farmer. He en- 
listed in the Confederate States 
Army in 1864 and served through 
1865. A brother, Jim Martin, was 
killed in the war. 

Mrs. Martin enjoys talking about 
bygone days. Though she has many 
photographs, she has none of Wil- 
liam Jasper Martin. He was buried 
with his Confederate medals. His 
military history is largely unknown 
to Mrs. Martin, though she does re- 
call mention of battles in Adanta, 
Ga., and Richmond, Va. She has vis- 
ited the Cyclorama, a huge mural of 
the Battle of Atlanta, in Adanta, Ga. 
Beyond those two locations and 
some mention of a stay in a Virginia 
hospital, not much is known. She 
says it just never occurred to her to 
mention it to him at the time. She 
was young and plenty of veterans 
were still around. Mrs. Martin re- 
calls only a few of his war stories. 
She retells his tale of putting blan- 
kets atop poles across creeks to keep 
from sleeping in the mud on march- 
es. He also told of killing bears and 
nearly starving to death. Though the 
details are sketchy, left to the imagi- 
nation, Mr. Martin becomes a con- 
nection to our history. 

Mrs. Martin was born on Decem- 
ber 4, 1906, at Danley's Cross 
Roads. She worked in cotton mills 
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much of her life. She recalls their 
courtship days. Mrs. Martin lived 
with her half brother and Mr. Martin 
would visit in passing. They got to 
know each other and decided to mar- 
ry. They were married on December 
10, 1927 at the Andalusia Court- 
house, Their one child, a son, Wil- 
liam Owen, was: born October 10, 
1928. While most people can only 
trace a long line of ancestors to the 
War, he is a true Son of the Confed- 
eracy. 

William Jasper attended the Con- 
federate Veterans Reunion in Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. At the last Reun- 
ion he attended, he became ill and 
was unable to return to other reun- 
ions. 

Mrs, Martin has been honored at 
various historical functions through 
the years. The Daughters of the Con- 
federacy is one organization Mrs. 
Martin is a member of. Christmas 
gifts and a money wreath are a few 
of the gifts she has received from the 
Foley, Alabama and Greenville, Ala- 
bama chapters of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy. She enjoys the 
meetings though she says she doesn't 
get to go like she used to, 

The War Between the States was 
fought over 125 years ago. This 
seems distant to the world of 1991, 
but a talk with Mrs. Alberta Martin 
reminds modem listeners how preva- 
lent the past is. She is indeed a price- 
less link to a world long gone. She is 
certainly a charming character. She 
enjoys talking and spins a web with 
her stories, This interview was truly 
an honor and a memory | will long 
treasure. The last link to such a col- 
orful time of our nation's heritage is 
one that should be treasured. Such 
valuable time teaches lessons no his- 
tory book could equal. History buffs 
need look no further. It can truly be 
said that history is alive and well in 
Elba, Alabama.

Filipino Speaks To History Classes

Jim and Mary Lochridge, missionar- 
ies to the Philippines, recently visited to 
talk to the American History classes 
taught by Mrs, Rachel Bryan. They also 
spoke to the members of the Spanish 
Club at their monthly meeting. 

My, and Mrs. Lochridge, originally 
from Albany, Georgia, have spent twen- 
ty-seven years in the Philippines before 
retiring. The Lochridges’ were in Coffee 
County as part of the Coffee County 
Baptist Association's Missionary Revi- 
val. 

The Lochridges' told many interest- 
ing facts about the Filipino people. The 
average Filipino is about 5 ft. 3 in. tall. 
Mr. Lochridge said that the people were 
gradually getting a little taller because of 
the improvement in nutrition and medi- 
cine. “If I could have found a Filipino 
that was 5 ft. 10 in. tall I would have giv- 
en him a scholarship to play basketball,” 
joked Mr. Lochridge. (During part of the 
time that Mr. Lochridge was in the Phi- 
lippines he served as president of a local 
college in the southem part of the Philip- 
pines on the island of Mindanao.) 

Mr. Lochridge told the students that 
the basic unit of Filipino money was a 
peso. He said that it took 28 pesos to 
equal one American dollar. 

Mr. Lochridge gave a few main facts 
about eh islands themselves. He said that 
the Philippines were made up of over 
7,000 islands and that they stretch more 
than a thousand miles from north to 
south. The temperature of the islands is 
over 70 degrees all year. If it gets cooler 
than 70 degrees, the Filipinos think that 
the weather is cold.

NEWS found out about CWO Guy Hunt 
er, Jr, from these clippings 


Guy Hunter, Jr. enlisted in the Ma- 
rines immediately after graduation from 
Moultrie High School in 1962. He flew 
four tours in Viemam, and has plans to 
retire in June. Guy Hunter, Jr., his wife, 
Mary, and their three children are origi- 
nally from Moultrie, Georgia. He has 
served 29 years in the Marines.

Public drunkenness, a disrespect for people and property, 
murder, suicide, broken homes, battered spouses and children, 
loss of jobs, physical, mental and emotional abuse, and the list 
could go on describing the result of the consumption of alco- 
hol, 

Alcohol is not an “old person's problem.” In today's society 
it has become a problem for our youth. A few years ago the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Commission had a study 
made as a part of a campaign to prevent drinkers from driv- 
ing. The results showed that 50 percent of all high school stu- 
dents in this country attend drinking parties at least once a 
month and 60 percent of these students get drunk at least once 
a month. 

Alcohol is still the most commonly used drug in our world 
today. A so-called responsible society, secing its devastation, 
continues to use it with increasing quantity. Yes “people do 
the dumbest” things, 

Alcohol use is on the increase despite everything that is be- 
ing done to stop it. National media campaigns are a daily oc- 
currence, The federal government has pledged large sums of 
money to fight alcohol and drugs in our country.

However, most of the organizations that seek to intervene 
in our societies, alcohol and drug problems are of recent ori- 
gin. We need to hear from an authority, one that has been 
around for a long time, one that has proved itself trustworthy. 

What I would like to do in the balance of this article is to 
go to the “oldest source” that we have regarding the dangers 
of “wine and strong drink.” The Bible is our “oldest” and 
most reliable authority as to the dangers and results of the 
consumption of alcohol and other drugs. 

The Bible says ‘“‘we do the dumbest things” in Proverbs 
20:1. “Wine is a mocker, strong drink a brawler, and whoever 
is intoxicated by it is not wise.’” Have you ever wondered why 
those who drink become sullen and difficult to get along 
with? They get mad at the least little thing. 

The bible tells us that alcohol affects us that way. It makes 
us short tempered and produces an explosive attitude. That is 
the reason for “bar room” brawls and most of the fights in our 
homes where spouses and children are beaten, etc. 

If has taken a long time for men to get around to producing 
a mass media campaign against drugs which echoes what the 
Bible has declared all the time and what the Church has 
preached for centuries: “JUST SAY NO TO DRUGS”.

Eddie Kelley was named to a five 
year term to the Elba School Board 
Monday evening in a unanimous 
vote by the Elba City Council. 

Effective with the June meeting 
of the schooi board, Kelley will re- 
place Dr. Billy Farris, whose term 
will expire next month. 

Council member Randy Bedsole 
nominated Farris for a second term 
due to his involvement through the 
flood and with the construction of 
the * w school facilities. However' 
other council members apparently 
desired to continue the unwritten 
policy of the Elba city council that 
school board members have children 
in school. Farris’ son will graduate in 
May. 

Following the naming of Kelley 
to the board, the council voted to 
prepare a resolution from the entire 
city council commending Dr. Farris 
for his dedication to the schools. 

An emergency operational plan 
dealing with the levee was adopted 
by the council as official city policy. 
The plan had already been submitted 
to the Alabama Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency for review and approv- 
al. It will be presented to the U. S. 
Corp of Engineers Wednesday as lo- 
cal policy. 

The Wednesday presentation will 
be in an Elba meeting scheduled 
with the Corp to inform local offi- 
cials on ways to lessen the chance of 
another flood such as the disaster of 
March 1990, 

Council member John W, Sharp- 
less, who also served as Elba's repre- 
sentative on the S, E. Alabama Gas 
board, reported that gas company 
profits were down for last year, due 
in part to the mild winter. 

Last year Elba’s portion of the 
profits was $79,975. However this 
year it dropped to $63,757, However 
due to Elba disaster, each participat 
ing member of the gas company 
agreed that Elba would receive no 
drop in revenue.
